Protection is Needed for 
Bathers says Near-Victim 


T h a t J. S. Le Page, of 1082 W est Third

drowning in the same tide rip in which Robert McGee lost his life at New­ 
port Beach yesterday became known today. 
‘‘Something should be done at Newport to warn bathers of the fact 
th at there are times when a dangerous tide rip exists in the waters in 
fro n t of the l^ath house," said Le Page today. 
Not only should warnings be given but there should also be a life­ 
saving system at Newport. 
Means should be provided by which a life­ 
boat, manned by expert swimmers, could be launched im m ediately after a 
call fo r help is heard in the surf. 
"There is a boat at hand on the beach but no system has been evolved 
whereby the boat may be launched quickly. 
The effectiveness of a life­ 
saving crew depends upon the speed w ith which it get3 into action.

terday afternoon it was nearly a half hour before the boat got to the 
spot where Robert McGee disappeared. 
"There were five or six batners w ithin a distance of about ten feet 
from McGee when he became caught in the tide rip. 
lf it had not been 
for the fact th ai I was exhausted from my stru g g le in escaping from the 
current I would have gone after him and tried to aid him.

sail, and the high cost of freight, the

proved 
unsatisfactory, and
